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Report of the Board of Selectmen 
and Town Manager for 1983 


After weeks of review at Selectmen’s meetings open to the public an 
operating budget for 1983 in the amount of $2,179,490. was presented to the 
voters at Town Meeting on March 9. 


Prior to that date, a petition was submitted to the Board of Selectmen 
directing the Selectmen ‘“‘to limit their aggregate expenditures during fiscal 
year 1983 to an amount that does not exceed the total amount appropriated 
by the 1982 Town Meeting.”’ 


The petition became Article 27 on the Town Warrant and became the 
focal issue of an unprecedented “‘three session’’ Town Meeting. The meeting 
of March 9 was adjourned at 10:45 to be reconvened the following night. That 
meeting, in turn, was adjourned with a third meeting scheduled to be 
reconvened on March 24. 


After more than eight hours of debate at the first two sessions, the voters 
came to the third session to make a final decision on whether $245,583. (as 
required by passage of the petitioned Warrant Article) should be deleted 
from the proposed budget. 


At their regular meeting on March 14 the Board of Selectmen explained 
that if the $245,583. were not deleted, even with all of the special Warrant 
Articles that had been passed at the two first sessions, the Town’s portion 
of the tax rate would only go up by one to five cents from $7.40 in 1982 to 
no more than $7.45 in 1983, based upon estimates of anticipated Federal, State 
and other revenues. This was reiterated and substantiated at the meeting 
of March 24 with the ultimate result that the original proposed budget was 
reinstated by a vote of 244 to 70. 


In October the State Department of Revenue Administration approved 
a total property tax rate of $18.79 per $1,000. of assessed valuation. Broken 
down in its components this represented a 14.15% increase in the school’s 
portion from $8.20 in 1982 to $9.36 in 1983. A 12.78% increase in the county 
government’s share from $1.80 in 1982 to $2.03 in 1983; and with no increase 
at all in the Town’s share, staying at $7.40 in 1983 as it was in 1982. 


In the March 8 secret ballot session of Town Meeting, Mr. Nedeau out- 
distanced the field to win another three years as a member of the Board. 


While the Budget took up a preponderance of the time consumed at Town 
Meeting, a total of 56 Warrant Articles were considered by the voters. Among 


key money Articles the voters approved the acquisition of a new fire truck 
(which was ultimately delivered in November); a new sewer line up Phil- 
brook Avenue; Highway Department equipment totalling $121,700.; and the 
purchase of two new police cruisers. Negative votes were expressed on Ar- 
ticles calling for a proposed $615,279. bond issue to reconstruct five heavily- 
traveled Town roads; extension of a sewer line on Bay Shore Drive; and 
a new pick-up truck for the Highway Superintendent. 


All in all it was a Town Meeting that will most probably be long 
remembered by many voters. 


Other items of importance which occurred during the year included the 
reconstruction of the intersection of Routes 3 and 25 by the State Highway 
Department; demolition of the Amatex property to make way for a shop- 
ping plaza; and the reconstruction of Hesky Park. 


In coordination with the Fall of 1982, the State Highway Department 
began the reconstruction of the Routes 3 and 25 intersection in late Spring. 
The project resulted in a widening of the intersection, the addition of two 
new left turn lanes: one southbound on Route 3, and one westbound on Route 
25. Construction was completed shortly after Labor Day. 


A binding sales agreement on the Amatex property was signed by of- 
ficers of the Amatex Corporation and Edward McLear, representative of 
The Bay Corporation. A final hearing on the Bay Corporation’s proposal for 
a two-stage development on the 3.2 acre piece of property was held by the 
Meredith Planning Board in August at which time approval was granted. 
The modern shopping plaza will contain about 32,800 square feet of retail 
Space in seven new buildings and one renovated structure. A second phase 
of the project will be the construction in 1985 of a 50 to 60 room inn. There 
will be approximately 150 parking spaces provided. Demolition of the old 
mill properties commenced in early November with the grand opening of 
the first phase of the project anticipated before the Summer of 1984. 


The reconstruction of the Hesky Park area was the culmination of the 
proposal made in 1981 by Brad Sprague to the Meredith Rotary Club. Follow- 
ing months of consideration and investigation in July of this year the 
Meredith Rotary Club members voted overwhelmingly in favor of the pro- 
ject which would make use of $45,000. in Federal funds and $45,000. of the 
Club’s money. The project went out to bid in August, making provision for 
relocation of the boat-launching ramp; dredging and filling of the shoreline 
to reclaim land lost to erosion; construction of a cantilevered deck out over 
the water for viewing and concerts; and the installation of new drainage, 
walkways, electrical work and landscaping. The successful bidder was 
Northern Design Contractors. Although the one and only bid came in over 
the amount planned, negotiations between the contractor, the Town Engineer 
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and representatives of the Rotary Club resulted in the elimination of some 
items to bring the project within financial capabilities. Construction began 
the day after Labor Day with most of the project being completed prior to 
November 1. Some additional landscaping and minor items remain to be 
completed in the Spring of 1984 with a Grand Opening ceremony scheduled 
prior to Summer. Some volunteer labor is to be performed by Rotary Club 
members in the Spring, including the construction of the canopy over the 
barbecue pit. 


In April, the Board was pleased to receive the news that the N.H. Solid 
Waste Management Board had designated the towns of Meredith and Cen- 
tre Harbor as a separate solid waste management district. This came as 
very welcome news because, based on recently adopted State legislation, 
it was feared that the towns would lose control over the Refuse Disposal 
Facility on Jenness Hill Road if combined arbitrarily with other communities 
in the region. Although both communities will continue to cooperate with 
other regional communities in the planning of mutually beneficial solid waste 
management concerns, the granting of the status of district insures that there 
will be no interference in local management decisions by any other 
community. 


The following pages present the reports of various boards and commis- 
sions which help to provide various services to members of the communi- 
ty. In addition, financial reports of the many functions are presented for 
your review. 


The year 1983 was another year of continued economic growth for the 
Town of Meredith, with the construction of a considerable number of residen- 
tial properties as well as a very evident sizeable increase in the amount of 
commercial construction. 


The ever increasing costs of materials and services present many chal- 
lenges in trying to maintain a budget sufficient to meet public needs with- 
out attendant spiraling costs. 


We wish to thank all employees, boards and commissions for working 
with us and we hope to continue to work closely with all of these individuals 
and groups in the coming year to again provide for our taxpayers the best 
service possible for the least expenditure of tax monies.

DELIBERATIVE SESSION 
MARCH 9, 1983 


The deliberative session was called to order at 7:00 PM at the Robert 
Pottle Memorial Auditorium at Inter-Lakes High School by Moderator 
Joseph Parkman. The registered voters were in a designated roped area. 
There were approximately 330 voters plus spectators and students atten- 
ding. Rev. William Cooper gave the invocation. Mr. Parkman gave the 
results of the previous day’s balloting and instructions to the assembly. Per- 
sons wishing to be heard must use the mike, give name and direct questions 
to the moderator. 


A motion was made and seconded to have non-resident department 
heads and the Town Counsel speak if necessary. Passed. Town Manager Ed- 
ward Schuette introduced the Department Heads, John Curran, Police Chief, 
Thomas Howard, Parks & Recreation Director, John Cilley, Engineer, Ken 
Hill, Water & Sewer Supt., Harold Sargent, Highway Supt., Joyce Bavis, 
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Finance Dept., Mark Haynes, Public Works Asst., Fred Copp, Fire Dept., 
Charles Vogler, Assessor, Selectmen Steve Nedeau, Larry Swain, Christine 
Hayes, Town Clerk, Pauline Fournier, Town Counsel, Michael Murphy.

March 8, 1983.

Selectman Nedeau moved to see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen and the Treasurer to borrow in anticipation of taxes such sums 
as are necessary for the operation of the Town and to set the rates, effect 
the issuance of notes; and to otherwise negotiate for the sale of notes to be 
paid within the present fiscal year. Seconded by Selectman Swain. Mr. 
Nedeau explained this article gives the Board of Selectmen authorization 
necessary to allow them to issue Tax Anticipation Notes, the funds are us- 
ed to operate the Town throughout the year: Notes are repaid in December 
when property taxes are paid. This has no tax impact. 


No questions and no discussion. Passed as read in the affirmative by 
a voice vote. 


ARTICLE 27 


The Selectmen are hereby directed to limit their aggregate expenditures 
during fiscal year 1983 to an amount which does not exceed the total amount 
appropriated by the 1982 Town Meeting; and further they be, and hereby 
are, directed to suspend all wage and salary increases and not to commit 
the Town to any Capital Expense exceeding $5,000. in total; and that they, 
the Selectmen, are hereby authorized to the extent necessary to implement 
this article, to make such inter-account transfers of funds as are not pro- 
hibited by State Law. 


Robert Ambrose moved to table Article 27. Seconded by Earle Hardy. 
No discussion. Motion to Table passed in the affirmative. 
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ARTICLE 28 


Selectman Christine Hayes moved to see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of Six Hundred Fifteen Thousand Two Hundred 
Ninety-Seven Dollars and Fifty Cents ($615,297.50) for the purpose of 
Highway Reconstruction Projects; said projects to include Livingston Road, 
Plymouth Street, Ladd Hill Road, Cotton Hill Road, Corliss Hill Road; such 
sums to be raised through the issuance of Bonds and Notes under the provi- 
sions of Chapter 33 of the Revised Statutes Annotated as amended, and to 
authorize the Selectmen to determine the rate of interest thereon and to take 
such steps as may be necessary to negotiate such Bonds or Notes as shall 
be in the best interest of the Town of Meredith. Seconded by Town Manager 
Schuette. Selectman Christine Hayes explained this article would raise 
$615,297.50. These roads are beyond the scope of just maintenance and this 
would bring them up to proper standards as recommended by the Master 
Plan. Funds would be available from the Municipal Bond Bank at 7 or 8%. 
A 5 year Bond issue would cost approximately .75 cents on next year’s tax 
rate, a 10 year bond would cost .50 cents. 


There was considerable discussion from the floor. Mr. Donald Fisken, 
who had been on the Master Plan subcommittee for Transportation, spoke 
in favor of the Article. Mr. John Cilley, in answer to questions from the floor, 
explained the process that would be used to reconstruct these roads. Earle 
Hardy, Jason Blais and David Kuether spoke against the Article. 


After considerable discussion, questions and comments, Mr. William 
Lowth moved the question. Mr. Parkman explained that a 2/3 majority vote 
was necessary and that a petition for a secret ballot had been received. The 
Balloting began at 7:30 with polls open until 8:40. Total Ballots Cast: 298; 
99 in favor of Bond; 199 Against. Motion Defeated. 


ARTICLE 29 


Town Manager Schuette moved to see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $2,179,490.73 for the necessary operational expenses 
of the Town for 1983. Seconded by Selectman Swain. Mr. Schuette explain- 
ed that of this total sum of $2,179,490.73, $198,199.00 is Water and Sewer which 
will not impact the Tax Rate because both are self-supporting. We are re- 
quired to include this figure by the Department of Revenue Administration. 
The actual Operating Budget is $1,981,291.73. Offsetting Revenue is 
Estimated to be as follows: 


Local Revenue $1,604,061.00 
State Revenue 146,673.26 
Federal Revenue 57,016.00

Net Amount To Be raised through Taxation is estimated to be $1,828,694.38. 
Tax Impact 6.37 on Operating Budget. 


Mr. Robert Ambrose made a motion to amend the Article to read ‘‘That 
the Selectmen are hereby directed to limit their Operational Expenditures 
during Fiscal Year 1983 to an amount which does not exceed the total Opera- 
tional Expenses appropriated by the 1982 Town Meeting. Seconded by Harry 
Welch. Mr. Ambrose explained his reason for the amendment was that we 
cannot keep adding 10 or 15% to our Operating Budget every year. If you 
feel you want to stop the growth in the Operating Budget, then you should 
vote yes for the amendment. 


Town Manager Schuette defended and explained the amount in the 
Operational Budget. 


Several persons spoke in favor of the amendment. Jim Hughes asked 
for an explanation what was meant by ‘‘Operational Budget.’’ Mr. Ambrose 
explained operating expenses are the expenses the Selectmen have propos- 
ed as operating expenses in the Budget. Last year it was $1,933,907. This 
year proposed 1983 is $2,179,490. or approximately $245,000. more to operate 
the Town than last year. There will be line items that increase, but also items 
that will decrease. This amendment directs the Selectmen to cut back to 
last year’s level. They could transfer funds from one line to another if per- 
mitted by law, the only untouchable line item is debt service. Selectman 
Hayes explained that there are items included in this year’s operating budget 
not part of last year’s budget, lease purchase for computer last year was 
Special Article, and second payment on Ambulance Contract. Both of these 
became operational expenses. The total of these is over $51,000. This in- 
creases the operating budget by this amount which is part of the $243,000. 
Also part of the increase is due to the increase in the Water and Sewer 
Budget, in the sewer department there is an increase of $23,000. for the Win- 
nipesaukee River Basin Project fees, which are offset by revenues. These 
three items of $73,000. which were not part of last year’s budget. These 
amounts probably should be excluded in order to compare the budget. 


There were some other questions involving getting the most for our 
money. It was suggested that Selectmen examine each item and get the best 
price for things like insurance. Mr. Schuette responded to these suggestions. 


Mr. French stated that Towns would be receiving less funds from the 
State than before. It is necessary for the Town to cut every expense possible. 


8:40 Mr. Parkman announced polls closed on Article 28. 


Paige Kuether made a motion to move the question. Seconded. Voting 
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was taken on the amendment. Moderator was in doubt on voice vote. He 
called for standing vote. In Favor - 225; Against - 129. Amendment Passed. 


Petition received to have a secret ballot on Article 29 as amended. Peti- 
tion was withdrawn. 


There were some questions and misc. discussion on the amendment. 
Robert Ambrose moved the question. Article 29 passed in the affirmative 
as amended. 


ARTICLE 30 


Selectman Swain moved to see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen and the Town Manager to apply for, negotiate, and do all other 
things necessary to obtain such State and Federal Funds that may become 
available throughout the year and expend same. Seconded by Selectman 
Stephen Nedeau. 


No questions and no discussion. Passed as read in the affirmative. 
ARTICLE 31 


Selectman Nedeau moved to see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to sell and transfer title to all Real Estate taken by the Town in 
default of Redemption from any Tax Sale to such person and upon such con- 
ditions as they shall see fit. Seconded by Selectman Christine Hayes. Select- 
man Nedeau explained this article authorizes the Board of Selectmen fo sell 
property acquired by Tax Collector’s Deed as they deem to be the most ap- 
propriate manner. 


Some discussion of the necessity of this article. Passed in the affirmative 
as read. 


ARTICLE 32 


Selectman Lawrence Swain moved to see if the Town will vote to ap- 
propriate the sum of Twenty Thousand Six Hundred Dollars ($20,600) from 
the General Revenue Sharing Fund for the purpose of purchasing equipment 
for the Police Department. Seconded by Town Manager Schuette. Select- 
man Swain explained this article authorizes the Selectmen to spend $20,600.00 
from General Revenue Sharing Fund to purchase two fully equipped police 
cruisers, plus one mobile and two portable radios. 


No questions and no discussion. Passed as read in the affirmative by 
voice vote.

ARTICLE 33 


Selectman Christine Hayes moved to see if the Town will vote to ap- 
propriate the sum of Two Thousand Three Hundred Dollars ($2,300) from 
the General Revenue Sharing Fund for the purpose of Christmas Lighting 
for the Chamber of Commerce. Seconded by Selectman Swain. Mrs. Hayes 
explained the Chamber of Commerce is in the process of raising funds to 
replace existing Christmas Lighting fixtures. To prepare for the installa- 
tion of the new items they have requested funds from the Town to relocate 
the wiring and outlets on existing poles and to install outlets on additional 
poles. This article authorizes the Selectmen to expend $2,300.00 for this pur- 
pose. This has no tax impact. This is a good way to help the citizen volunteers 
who have taken care of lights for the past two years. 


No questions and no discussion. Passed as read in the affirmative. 
ARTICLE 34 


Town Manager Schuette moved to see if the Town will vote to ap- 
propriate the sum of Sixty Thousand Dollars ($60,000.00) from General 
Revenue Sharing Funds for a Loader for the Highway Dept. Seconded by 
Selectman Nedeau. Town Manager Schuette explained this article authorizes 
the Selectmen to spend $60,000.00 from the General Revenue Sharing Fund 
to purchase a Loader for the Highway Department. Ever increasing 
maintenance costs on the Town’s existing loader are felt to have reached 
the point of diminishing return. Loader was purchased in 1975. $25,000. trade- 
in on old Loader. To replace motor would cost about $7,000. 


- Questions were raised on the amount and use of Revenue Sharing. 
Balance in account would be about $30,000. after expenditures of this 
meeting. Monies cannot be used without a public hearing prior to Town 
Meeting and cannot be used in General Fund. General Revenue Sharing ar- 
ticles cannot be changed. There was considerable discussion in regard to 
repair and maintenance of equipment. Bids, Makes, Models, and Engines 
were discussed. 


A motion was made to table this Article which was defeated. 


James Waldron made a motion to vote an amount not to exceed $10,000 
to repair old loader. Moderator ruled motion Out-of-Order. 


Some further discussion. Article passed in the affirmative as read. 
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ARTICLE 35 


Selectman Nedeau moved to see if the Town will vote to appropriate 
the sum of One Thousand Six Hundred Dollars ($1,600.00) from General 
Revenue Sharing Funds for an Air Compressor for the Highway Department. 
Seconded by Selectman Christine Hayes. Selectman Nedeau explained this 
Article authorizes the Selectmen to spend $1,600.00 from the General Revenue 
Sharing Funds to purchase an Air Compressor for the Highway Department. 


No questions and no discussion. Motion passed in the affirmative as read. 
ARTICLE 36 


Selectman Lawrence Swain moved to see if the Town will vote to ap- 
propriate the sum of Six Thousand Dollars ($6,000.00) from General Revenue 
Sharing Funds for a Pull Broom for the Highway Department. Seconded 
by Selectman Hayes. Selectman Swain explained this article authorizes the 
Selectmen to spend $6,000.00 from the General Revenue Sharing Funds to 
purchase a Pull Broom for the Highway Department. This is the most used 
article of equipment. One is 1958 and has no value or trade-in. 


No questions and no discussion. Motion passed in the affirmative as read. 
ARTICLE 37 


Selectman Nedeau moved to see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of Thirty Thousand Dollars ($30,000.00) for the Highway 
Capital Equipment Reserve Fund and to Authorize the Selectmen to 
withdraw and expend at their discretion such funds as may be necessary 
for the purchase of equipment. Town Manager Schuette seconded this mo- 
tion. Selectman Nedeau explained this Article raises $30,000.00 for the 
Highway Department Capital Reserve Fund. This is an annual appropria- 
tion and the fund is built up in anticipation of future needs of the Highway 
Department. The Capital Reserve Fund is an attempt to recognize the cost 
to the Town of equipment depreciation and to prepare for major capital ex- 
penditures in advance so as to avoid dramatic impacts on the Tax Rate. 


A question was raised as to why this article was worded differently, 
usually Capital Reserve Funds are voted at Town Meeting. Selectman Hayes 
explained that a Special Town Meeting would need to be called to spend 
Capital Reserve Funds. This past year a large piece of equipment was 
damaged and the Capital Reserve Funds were not available. Questions re- 
garding the insurance on damaged truck. This insurance has not yet been 
received according to Selectmen. 
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Suggestions were made to amend Article to reduce amount and to use 
amount for repairs. These motions were withdrawn. This amount is not for 
a specific item, but to add to the Capital Reserve. About $73,000.00 in fund. 


James Waldron made an amendment to the Article to read ‘‘To see if 
the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Thirty Thousand 
Dollars for the Highway Capital Equipment Reserve Fund.”’ Motion second- 
ed. No discussion. Passed in the affirmative as amended. 


ARTICLE 38 


Town Manager Schuette moved to see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of Ten Thousand Dollars ($10,000.00) for the Refuse 
Disposal Capital Reserve Fund as authorized and to authorize the Select- 
men to expend such amounts as may be necessary for reconstruction and/or 
capital expenditures as required. Seconded by Selectman Nedeau. Town 
Manager Schuette explained this Article raises $10,000.00 for the Refuse 
Disposal Facility Capital Reserve Fund. This, too, is an effort on the part 
of the Board of Selectmen to recognize that there are certain capital 
maintenance expenses down the road for the Refuse Disposal Facility which 
will have a major impact if we are not prepared to address them in advance. 
There was some discussion in regard to wording (reconstruction) of Article. 


James Waldron made a motion to amend the Article to delete all the 
wording after the word Fund. Motion seconded. Warner Plummer spoke 
against the amendment. The Amendment was defeated. 


No further discussion. Article passed in the affirmative as originally 
read. 


ARTICLE 39 


Selectman Lawrence Swain moved to see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of Five Thousand Dollars ($5,000.00) for the 
establishment of a Police Department Capital Equipment Reserve Fund. 
Seconded by Selectman Christine Hayes. Selectman Swain explained this 
Article raises $5,000.00 to establish a Police Department Capital Equipment 
Reserve Fund anticipated to become an annual appropriation for the pur- 
pose of replacement of capital items on a periodic basis without seriously 
impacting the Tax Rate in any given year. 


No questions and no discussion. Article passed in the affirmative as read. 


ARTICLE 40 


Selectman Christine Hayes moved to see if the Town will vote to raise 


and appropriate the sum of One Thousand Dollars ($1,000.00) for the Parks 
& Recreation Department Capital Reserve Fund. Seconded by Selectman 
Lawrence Swain. 


No discussion and no questions. Article passed in the affirmative as read. 
ARTICLE 41 


Selectman Stephen Nedeau moved to see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of Thirty Thousand Dollars ($30,000.00) for the Fire 
Department Capital Equipment Reserve Fund. Seconded by Town Manager 
Schuette. Selectman Nedeau explained this Article raises $30,000.00 for the 
Fire Department Capital Reserve Fund. The philosophy is the same as that 
with the Highway Department, essentially an effort to avoid a major one 
year tax increase to purchase a new piece of Fire apparatus. A major piece 
of fire equipment will have to be replaced at an anticipated cost of $136,000.00. 
Inasmuch as approximately $106,000.00 is anticipated to be available within 
the reserve by date of delivery, this amount will bring the total in the Reserve 
Fund to an amount adequate to purchase the needed fire truck. There is 
approximately $101,000.00 in the account now. 


No questions and no discussion. Article passed in the affirmative as read. 
ARTICLE 42 


Selectman Lawrence Swain moved to see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of Fifteen Thousand Dollars ($15,000.00) for a pick- 
up truck equipped as necessary for the Highway Department, said funds 
to be withdrawn from Highway Equipment Capital Reserve Fund RSA 35:1, 
35:18. Seconded by Selectman Christine Hayes. Selectman Swain explain- 
ed this Article authorizes the Selectmen to expend $15,000.00 from the ex- 
isting Highway Equipment Capital Reserve Fund to purchase a pick-up truck 
for the Highway Department. 


There was some discussion from the assembly regarding bids, trade- 
in, cost of purchase, maintenance, equipment and mileage on the truck. 
Robert Ambrose made a motion to table this Article. Seconded by James 
Waldron. Affirmative vote to Table. 


ARTICLE 43 


Selectman Christine Hayes moved to see if the Town will vote, to raise 
and appropriate the sum of Fifty-One Thousand Dollars ($51,000.00) for the 
purchase of a dump truck equipped as necessary, for the Highway Depart- 
ment; said funds to be withdrawn from the Highway Equipment Capital

Reserve Fund, in accordance with RSA 35:1, 35:18. Seconded by Selectman 
Stephen Nedeau. Selectman Hayes explained this Article authorizes the 
Selectmen to expend $51,000.00 from the existing Highway Equipment 
Capital Reserve Fund to purchase a Dump Truck, equipped as necessary 
to replace one completely destroyed in an accident several months ago. 


James Waldron made a motion to amend the Article to read ‘‘Not to 
exceed $51,000.00’’. Seconded by Selectman Hayes. No discussion on the 
amendment. Amendment passed in the affirmative. 


There were some questions in regard to the use of State Bids, type of 
truck, equipment, insurance and cost of truck. Marshall Hubbard addressed 
the high cost of the vehicle. It was explained that the bid specifications did 
not include additional equipment and there was nothing salvagable from 
the old truck. 


Harry Welch made a motion to reduce the amount to read $46,000.00. 
Motion seconded. No discussion, amendment defeated. 


There was some further discussion on insurance received from old truck 
and the cost of the new truck. Mr. Parkman called the question. First vote 
uncertain.

Town Manager Schuette moved to see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of Three Thousand, One Hundred Dollars ($3,100.00) 
for the purchase of a rake for the Highway Department; said funds to be 
withdrawn from the Highway Equipment Capital Reserve Fund, in accor- 
dance with RSA 35:1, 35:18.

Seconded by Town Manager Schuette. Selectman Nedeau explained this ar- 
ticle authorizes the Selectman to expend $136,000.00 from the existing Fire 
Department Equipment Capital Reserve Fund to purchase a fire truck to 
be equipped as necessary for the Fire Department. The committee from 
the Fire Department has researched this for over a year and have made 
recommendations.

Selectman Christine Hayes moved to see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the total sum of Fifty Thousand, Three Hundred Dollars 
($50,300.00) for calendar year 1983 to cover the Town of Meredith’s share 
of the costs of the Winnipesaukee River Basin Project; Twenty Thousand, 
Six Hundred Dollars ($20,600.00) toward the Bond Payment and Twenty-Nine 
Thousand, Seven Hundred Dollars ($29,700.00) toward the interest payment. 
Seconded by Selectman Lawrence Swain. Selectman Hayes explained this 
Article would raise the appropriate funds and authorize the Selectmen to 
pay the Town of Meredith’s share of the Bond Payment Costs at $20,600.00 
and its share of interest payment costs in the amount of $29,700.00 (A total 
$50,300.00), as per contractual agreement for participation in the Win- 
nipesaukee River Basin Project.

Joe Dever 
explained this Article would raise $7,150.00, this amount includes applica- 
tion of bank run gravel to complete the base course of the major parking 
lot and crushed gravel as the finish surface on the parking lot and access 
road ($6,100.00), and includes major repair to main culvert under entrance 
to Park. Materials and labor include installation of concrete footing and 
headwall and treatment of the adjacent slopes to prevent further deteriora- 
tion ($1,050.00).

These funds 
have restricted use and cannot be used for the parking lot. 


No questions and no discussion. Article passed in the affirmative as read. 


ARTICLE 49 


Town Manager Edward Schuette moved to see if the Town will vote to 
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raise and appropriate the sum of Nine Thousand, Five Hundred Dollars 
($9,500.00) for the Waukewan Beach Erosion Project. Seconded by Select- 
man Christine Hayes. 


There were suggestions that this type of work could be done by the 
Highway Department. 


Marshall French advised the Town to request Heritage Funds under 
D.R.E.D. Mr. Schuette advised that there were no available funds for this 
project. 


No further discussion. Article passed in the affirmative as read. 
ARTICLE 50 


Town Manager Ed Schuette moved to see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of Fourteen Thousand, Thirty-Three Dollars 
($14,033.00) for major repairs to the Town Docks, provided a fifty percent 
(50%) matching grant is received from the U.S. Land and Water Conserva- 
tion Fund. Seconded by Selectman Lawrence Swain. Mr. Schuette explain- 
ed this Article would raise $14,033.00 for major repairs at the Town Docks 
at Shep Brown’s Landing. Expenditure of such funds, however, would be 
contingent upon the receipt of 50% of this amount in matching Grant Funds 
from the U.S. Land and Water Conservation Fund. 


No questions and no discussion. Article passed in the affirmative as read. 
ARTICLE 51 


Town Manager Ed Schuette moved to see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of Eight Thousand Dollars ($8,000.00) for repairs 
to the Town Dock; Fifty percent (50%) Matching Grant from the U.S. Land 
and Water Conservation Fund has been approved. Seconded by Selectman 
Stephen Nedeau. Mr. Schuette explained this article would raise $8,000.00 
for repairs to a dock at Hesky Park. The expenditure of funds, however, 
would be contingent upon the receipt of 50% of this amount in Matching Grant 
Funds from the U.S. Land and Water Conservation Fund. Such funds have 
already been approved in Washington and are being held in escrow for the 
Town of Meredith by the State Department of Recreation and Economics 
Development in Concord. (Town Dock) 


No questions and no discussion. Article passed in the affirmative as read. 
ARTICLE 52 
Selectman Christine Hayes moved to see if the Town will vote to raise 
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and appropriate the sum of Ninety Thousand Dollars ($90,000.00) for the 
reconstruction of Hesky Park; provided that a U.S. Land and Water Con- 
servation Fund Grant of Forty-Five Thousand Dollars ($45,000.00) and a 
grant from the Meredith Rotary Club of Forty-Five Thousand Dollars 
($45,000.00) are available to reimburse the Town of Meredith for all expen- 
ditures. Seconded by Selectman Nedeau. Selectman Hayes explained 
although one-half of the total $90,000.00 will be guaranteed by both the 
Meredith Rotary Club and the U.S. Land and Water Conservation Fund, by 
law the Town of Meredith must sign as applicant for this project. Federal 
funds have been approved up to $45,000.00 and are being held in escrow pend- 
ing voter approval. The Meredith Rotary Club is currently arranging for 
financing as necessary to meet its commitment relative to the project. This 
is not raised by taxation. 


Mr. Sprague said this reconstruction is necessary due to relocation of 
Route 3 and to help stop erosion. Mr. Brad Sprague spoke in favor of this 
Article. 


James Hughes recommended the addition of public rest rooms. Select- 
man Nedeau explained they were removed because of vandalism. Arthur 
Clough explained the Rotary share would go out for bids and then it will go 
to the entire Rotary Club Membership for approval. Mr. Schuette explain- 
ed the Town must be the applicant and the funds are sitting in escrow. 


There is a provision for rest rooms at a future time. 


Charles Woodman made a motion to Table this Artielé which was 
defeated. 


Jason Blais made a motion to amend this Article to reserve a dock for 
Meredith Residents only. Motion was ruled out-of-order. Attorney Murphy 
said it is possible to reserve a part for residents. : 


Article passed in the affirmative by a unanimous voice vote as read. 
ARTICLE 53 


Selectman Stephen Nedeau moved to see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate a sum not to exceed Five Thousand Dollars ($5,000.00) for 
the control of gypsy moth larvae in 1983. The areas receiving treatment are 
to be established by the Board of Selectmen in consultation with State Per- 
sonnel and individual property owners. Seconded by Selectman Christine 
Hayes. Selectman Nedeau explained this article would raise monies to con- 
trol gypsy moth in specific areas of town where infestation is anticipated 
to reoccur as determined by the State. 


After some discussion as to the necessity of this Article, it was defeated. 
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ARTICLE 54 


Selectman Lawrence Swain moved to see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of Seven Thousand Dollars ($7,000.00) for im- 
provements to Meredith Neck Road under the State Aid Reconstruction Pro- 
gram provided that the State of New Hampshire appropriates Fourteen 
Thousand Dollars ($14,000.00). Seconded by Town Manager Ed Schuette. 
Selectman Swain explained this is an Article to raise funds to be matched 
by the State of New Hampshire under the State Aid Reconstruction Program 
for making improvements to Meredith Neck Road. This is a two to one match 
program, with the State appropriating an additional $14,000.00 for the year 
1983. If voted in, this amount, coupled with previously approved amounts, 
will provide approximately $90,000.00 for reconstruction of portions of 
Meredith Neck Road. 


No questions and no discussion. Article passed in the affirmative as read. 
ARTICLE 55 


Selectman Christine Hayes moved to raise and appropriate the sum of 
Ten Thousand ($10,000.00) Dollars to enable the Town of Meredith to put 
any private sewage system in disrepair back in a proper sanitary condition 
in accordance with RSA 147:17-a. Seconded by Selectman Stephen Nedeau. 
Selectman Hayes explained this article would raise $10,000.00 to be used to 
repair private sewage systems in disrepair as authorized by State Law, N.H. 
RSA 147:17-a. If a system is declared a health hazard and persons do not 
have the funds to repair, the Town will put in a working system and the Town 
then holds a lien on the property until monies plus interest are paid back 
to the town. After some miscellaneous discussion article was passed in the 
affirmative as read. 


ARTICLE 56 


Selectman Stephen Nedeau moved to see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate a sum of Thirty Thousand, Five Hundred Dollars 
($30,500.00) for a sewer extension on Philbrook Avenue and Plymouth Street. 
Seconded by Selectman Swain. Selectman Nedeau explained this article 
would raise $30,500.00 to extend the town’s sewer line to two homes on 
Philbrook Avenue which are currently experiencing serious septic system 
failure. Installation of the line would simultaneously make it available for 
connection to additional residents on Plymouth Street. All residences are 
in close proximity to a brook which empties into Lake Winnipesaukee. Costs 
would ultimately be recovered through annual assessments against 
benefiting properties. Robert Vachon also spoke in favor of this article. 
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After brief discussion this Article was passed in the affirmative as read. 
ARTICLE 57 


Selectman Lawrence Swain moved to see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate a sum of Sixty-Three Thousand, Five Hundred Dollars 
($63,500.00) for a sewer extension on Bayshore Drive. Seconded by Select- 
man Christine Hayes. Selectman Swain explained this Article would raise 
$63,500.00 to extend a sewer line along Bayshore Drive, all benefiting pro- 
perties currently use septic systems which are close to the shores of Lake 
Winnipesaukee and several of which have experienced some difficulties. 
Costs would be recoverable through annual assessments. After some discus- 
sion Earle Hardy moved to table this Article. Motion seconded, Affirmative 
vote to table this article. 


ARTICLE 58 


Herbert Stahl moved to see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of Three Thousand Dollars ($3,000.00) to obtain a wetland/surface 
water survey to assist the Meredith Planning Board and Conservation Com- 
mission in evaluating future growth and development proposals in the Town, 
(By request of Meredith Conservation Commission and Planning Board.) 
Seconded by Harold Wyatt. Herbert Stahl explained the purpose of this ar- 
ticle. After some discussion on the use, need, effect and aid of this map for 
the use of the Planning Board this article was passed in the affirmative as 
read.

Dr. J. Vazifdar moved to see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of Twelve Thousand ($12,000.00) Dollars for the purchase 
of necessary equipment at the Lakes Region General Hospital. (By request 
of the Lakes Region General Hospital for an unspecified amount.) Second- 
ed by Marshall French. 


No questions and no discussion. Article passed in the affirmative as read. 
ARTICLE 60 


Dr. J. Vazifdar moved to see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of Eleven Thousand, Seven Hundred Forty Dollars 
($11,740.00) for the continuation of services to low-income and elderly 
residents of Meredith through the Meredith Area Center Community Ac- 
tion Program, Belknap-Merrimack Counties, Inc. (By Request of the Com- 
munity Action Program, Belknap-Merrimack Counties, Inc.) Seconded by 
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Harry Welch. A motion was made by Mrs. P. Bertholet to amend this arti- 
cle to read $10,795.00. Motion seconded. After some discussion the amend- 
ment was defeated. No further discussion on the original article. Original 
article passed in the affirmative as read.

Motion to Table passed in the affirmative. 
ARTICLE 67 


Elizabeth Miller moved to see if the Town will vote tor aise and ap- 
propriate the sum of Forty-Eight Thousand Dollars ($48,000.00) for im- 
provements to Eaton Avenue, Spindle Point and Cummings Cove Road 
Areas. (By petition.) Motion was seconded. 


No questions, no discussion. Article Defeated. 
ARTICLE 68 


Dr. J. Vazifdar moved to see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of Sixty Thousand Dollars ($60,000.00) for improvements 
to Keyser Road.

John Curran asked the moderator if it would be out of order to make 
a motion to reconsider an article.

Brad Sprague (who voted on the amendment to the budget the night 
before) made a motion to reconsider Article 29. Motion was seconded. 
Moderator Parkman stated an article to reconsider is debatable and amen- 
dable. He was unaware that a motion to reconsider would be made, but had 
heard rumors so sought legal advice. Based on most parliamentary rules 
(and I disagree with the attorneys who hold up a differing view which is 
that we can reconsider at this point), my view and the legal sources that 
I consulted said the following statement is correct. ‘“You can appeal the 
judgement of the chair for each body rules itself. A call for reconsideration 
should have been announced on the day the action was to be taken. The ac- 
tion was taken last night and people were not informed that a reconsidera- 
tion would be taken tonight.

Robert Ambrose made a motion to table the motion, seconded. Motion 
to Table the article to reconsider was defeated. 


Point of Order - Christine Hayes. Parliamentary procedure question. 
Will a simple majority be allowed or will it revert to a 2/3 majority? 


Mr. Parkman stated his view is that the Article cannot be considered 
this evening. At such time as it is considered my ruling is that a 2/3 vote 
will be necessary to reconsider. He stated that he had previously said to 
the Board of Selectmen at a meeting with the Selectmen any article for recon- 
sideration, this was prior to the adoption of the budget or anything else, would 
require a 2/3 vote and I am holding to it. 


Point of Order - Christine Hayes. Selectman Hayes wanted Town Legal 
Counsel to speak on the matter. 


Modera_ +: Parkman stated that this ruling of the chair prevails unless 
overruled k_ the assembly. 


John Curran requested that the chair entertain a motion from the floor 
to see if majority or 2/3 vote would rule. 


Mr. Parkman ruled out of order. You can appeal the chair on its ruling 
on the meeting itself. Moderator ruled that the meeting could not be held 
because people left and were not informed that this would take place, 
therefore, such a reconsideration can still be held at a meeting at which pro- 
visions could be made for notifying all residents of the Town that such ac- 
tion would be taken.

Moderator ruled it should be made from the prevailing side. 


Patricia Bryant (stating she was on the prevailing side last night) made 
a motion to place a notice in the Meredith News for a future date in order 
to give people a chance to be made aware of facts. 


Mr. Parkman stated that a motion for reconsideration be considered 
at adjourned meeting of this meeting, date to be determined by the availabili- 
ty of facilities, and due notice can be given to the residents of the town and 
the meeting can be arranged by the Town Fathers. This meeting will be ad- 
journed after completion of all articles and to be reconvened for the pur- 
pose of reconsideration of the budget at a date to be named and publicized 
in the newspaper.

Phil Polhemus spoke in defense of local Planning Board. There was some 
further heated discussion, pro & con. 


Mr. Parkman called the question. Mrs. Sticht requested a hand vote. 
170 against article 110 in favor 
Article defeated. 


ARTICLE 76 


Earle Hardy moved to see if the Town will vote to go on record in sup- 
port of immediate actions by the federal government to control and reduce 
acid rain which is harmful to the environment and economy of Meredith 
and to the health and welfare of the people of Meredith. These actions shall 
include: 1) reduce by at least half the major cause of acid rain, sulfur diox- 
ide emmissions, by the year 1990; 2) Conclude negotiations and adopt a treaty 
with the government of Canada that will commit both nations to the same 
goal.

No questions and no discussion. Article passed in the affirmative as read.

Selectman Lawrence Swain moved to see if the Town will vote to discon- 
tinue a portion of Chemung Road, which portion of Chemung Road is shown 
on Plan entitled ‘‘Proposed Relocation Portion of Chemung Road prepared 
for John Robinson, Meredith, Belknap County, New Hampshire’’, dated 
December 1982 by Associated Surveyors provided however, that the vote 
to discontinue be specifically conditioned upon the Selectmen’s layout of the 
relocation of Chemung Road as shown on the above-mentioned plan, and 
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further conditioned on the actual construction of the relocation of Chemung 
Road by John Robinson at his sole cost and expense, which construction shall 
be in accordance with the specifications for gravel road as found in the sub- 
division regulations for the Town of Meredith provided further that the con- 
struction of the relocation of Chemung Road be completed on or before Oc- 
tober 1, 1983.

No further discussion. Article passed in the affirmative as read.

together with the improvements thereon beginning at the southwesterly most 
point of ‘‘Parking Area (to be paved)’’ as shown on said plan at the propos- 
ed R.O.W. Line of Maple Street and running S85°47’30’’E 16.00; to a point; 
thence turning and running N51°12’25’’E 63.00’ along ‘‘Parking Area (to be 
paved)’ as shown on said plan to an J.P. found; thence continuing along 
the same course 5.89’ to the bottom of banking+ as shown on said plan;

John Dever Jr. made a motion to Table this article, seconded by Robert 
Vachon. Motion to Table passed on second voice vote. 


ARTICLE 79 


David Street moved to see if the town is in favor of discontinuing a por- 
tion of a highway formerly known as Lake Shore Street, which property con- 
sists of approximately 900 square feet located on the sideline of route 3, which 
property is more particularly shown on the plan entitled ‘‘Site Plan Street 
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Electric, Meredith, Belknap County, New Hampshire’ by Associated 
Surveyors Dated July 1982, revised July 1982, and revised August 1982. (By 
request) Motion was seconded. 


No questions and no discussion. Article passed in the affirmative as read. 
ARTICLE 80 


Town Manager Schuette moved to see if the Town of Meredith will deed 
to Dr. Robert H. Hamlin a parcel of land of 1.588 acres described as Parcel 
#2 in the appraisal report of N.E. Appraisal Company dated January 12, 1983 
and situated on the south-west side of Wicwood Shores Road opposite lot 
R11-51 and abutting R11-69 and a portion of R11-28; in exchange for the 
aforesaid parcel of land, Dr. Robert Hamlin shall deed to the Town of 
Meredith a piece of property of 2.501 acres of land described as parcel #1 
in appraisal report by N.E. Appraisal Company dated January 12, 83 and 
situated at the intersection of Chemung Road and the Old Stanton Road. This 
land is a portion of R11-30. Seconded by Selectman Stephen Nedeau. Mr.

No questions and no discussion. Article passed in the affirmative as read. 
OTHER BUSINESS 

Fred Copp moved to see if the voters will approve a proposed ordinance 
concerning the regulation and restriction of the sale, distribution, and use 
of unvented space heaters intended for use in occupied dwelling units 
authorized under RSA 158:28. 

No questions and no discussion. Ordinance passed as read. 


Mrs. Peg Bertholet suggested quarterly or half-year tax billing. 


Charles Rouvalis asked if Article 57 could be reconsidered. Moderator 
Parkman said it could be brought up for reconsideration. 


Ed Varney suggested that in future all specifications and bids be made 
prior to Town Meeting. 


Marshall Hubbard questioned if sewer would be paid by assessment of 
people being served. It was explained that this is how it was handled. 
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Meeting adjourned at 10:40 to reconvene at a later date. 


The reconvened Town Meeting was called to order Thursday, March 
24, 1983 at 7:00 PM at Inter-Lakes High School by Moderator Joseph 
Parkman. 


Mr. Parkman gave instructions to the assembly as to the procedure he 
would follow. 


Patricia Bryant made a motion to reconsider Article 29, motion seconded 
by Robert Vachon. 


James Hughes made a motion that a 2/3 vote would not be necessary 
to reconsider and a simple majority would rule. Motion was seconded and 
a standing vote taken. | 


217 voted to overrule the moderator and wanted a simple majority to 
rule, 


166 voted to sustain the Moderator requiring a 2/3 vote to reconsider. 


Discussion was then opened with several speaking both for and against 
reconsideration. 


Two petitions were received requesting a secret ballot. 


Vote by secret ballot was 284 to reconsider and 194 against reconsider- 
ing. Motion passed to reconsider. 


Motion was declared open for debate. 


James Waldron made a motion to amend article to vote to appropriate 
the sum of $1,933,907.18 (1982 operating budget) plus $119,686.00, the amount 
of 1983 mandated costs, total $2,053,593.18. 


There was considerable discussion. The Selectmen reviewed items on 
the budget. There were passouts showing budget breakdown etc. 


Earle Hardy questioned the Selectmen on a chart that he had. Stuart 
Clinton explained that the charts were his and showed the increases in Town 
Government over a ten year period. 


Warner Plummer, using the information in the new master plan, 
disputed Mr. Clinton’s figures stating that, taking inflation into account, per 
capita expenses in the Town in 1980 were about half of 1970. 
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Christine Hayes explained the Selectmen were not offering a com- 
promise budget but wanted to explain and defend the initial budget. 


It was pointed out the tax rate would increase by .05 cents if the original 
operating budget plus previously voted warrant articles were passed. 


Mr. Waldron’s amendment was defeated by a standing vote. 


Robert Vachon made a motion to pass the original budget amount of 
$2,179,490.73 which was seconded. 


James Hughes asked for clarification on ‘‘raise and appropriate and 
expend’’. 


Mr. Vachon and the second withdrew their motion. 


James Hughes made a motion to rescind article 29 as amended which 
was passed on March 16. 


Mr. Hughes then made a motion to raise and appropriate original 
amount of $2,179,490.73 and authorize the Selectmen to expend that amount. 
Motion seconded. 


David Kuether made a motion to cut the budget by $84,000. Seconded. 
Discussion followed. 


Dana Verrill moved to table amendment. Amendment tabled by 221 to 
58 vote. Warner Plummer made a motion to move the question. No further 
discussion. Original motion passed 244 in favor to 70 against to vote for an 
operational budget in the amount of $2,179,490.73. 


Mr. Hughes moved to remove Article 57 (Sewer Extension on Bay Shore 
Drive) from the table. 


Moderator Joseph Parkman ruled that motion was out of order and could 
not be removed from the table. Mr. Hughes then made a motion to overrule 
the moderator. 


Mr. Parkman’s decision was upheld by a standing vote and the article 
was not removed from the table. 


A motion to adjourn at 10:25 PM by Warner Plummer. Seconded.

Annual Report 


The year 1983 was very unique, for the first time in many years the 
department is up to a full complement of men. 


Our current Training Officer has conducted many training classes dur- 
ing the year, all aimed to assist the men in fire fighting and rescue. Many 
may have seen the special classes held in Meredith Bay during February 
on ice rescue, using the new emersion suits acquired by the department. 
This puts a firefighter into a totally different element, but trains him to re- 
spond to the problem at hand. 


In March, a joint session was held with the Meredith Police and Firemen 
on Disaster Control, highlighting what each department must do auto- 
matically. Little was it realized how important this training was to be, for 
it soon was put to use in May, when the run-away lumber truck loaded with 
concrete blocks plowed into two 1000 Gal. propane tanks at the Laundromat, 
breaking them loose, to spew liquid propane into the atmosphere. Had there 
been an initial explosion, the destruction and possible carnage at the Route 
3 & 25 intersection would have been mind-boggling. The officer on the first 
truck to arrive at the scene sized up the seriousness of the situation and im- 
mediately radioed the other trucks to deploy and get as much water, fog 
and foam onto the tanks and vapor as soon as possible. In the meantime 
the police were equally busy re-routing traffic and starting to evacuate all 
in area within the danger zone. Any time within the first two hours those 
tanks could have exploded, if heat was allowed to build up or a match struck. 


The Home Gas Corporation of New England sent a representative to 
the station that night to show, on the National average in crises such as 
Meredith had, 97% culminated in explosion and only 3%, such as in the Town 
of Meredith were non-explosions. 


During the year seven men spent eight hours at Winter Fire School in 
Laconia, while ten men spent from eight to sixteen hours each at the Lakes 
Region Summer Fire School, covering a multitude of classes. 


The department’s new fire truck arrived November 17th. It was tested, 
equipped, men trained to operate it and put into service November 22nd. 
It is a Pierce Custom-built ‘‘Dash’’, five man cab-over truck, with a Detroit 
V6 92 TA diesel engine of 335 rated horsepower, with an Allyson automatic 
transmission. It carries 1000 gals. of water along with a 20 gal. foam tank, 
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and a pump capacity of 1250 G.P.M. The top mounted control console allows 
the operator a clear view for control of its many features. This unit should 
give the town twenty or more years of excellent service and we in the depart- 
ment are grateful to the town for making this available. | 


A fire boat is being considered, for use by the fire, police and other town 
departments, to allow quicker response to island fires and lake rescues. 
There is a possibility of acquiring a surplus Coast Guard boat at very little 
expense. Care and maintenance, docking and storage is also being 
considered. 


During the year the department responded to 137 assorted calls cover- 
ing the following problems.

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Report Of Town Forest Fire Warden

Once again, our cooperative town and state forest fire prevention and 
control program leads the nation in least acres burned per forest fire. Less 
than one-half acre per fire statewide average. 


At the town level, your Forest Fire Warden is responsible for the preven- 
tion and control of all grass and woods fires when the ground is not snow 
covered. 


Forest fire prevention is achieved at the town level by issuing a written 
permit for every fire that is to be kindled on the ground out of doors when 
the ground is not covered with snow. Each person wishing to have an out- 
side fire must obtain this written permit from the town Fire Warden before 
kindling the fire. Any person that does not obtain a fire permit, when one 
is required, is violating our forest fire permit law and is subject to a court 
appearance and could be fined up to $1,000 and receive a jail sentence of 
up to one year. 


No fire permit will be issued between 9:00 a.m. and 5:00 p.m. unless 
it is raining. The reason for this is twofold: the fire danger increases steadily 
between 9:00 a.m. and 2:00 p.m., then subsides to a safe level between 2:00 
p.m. and 5:00 p.m. This happens because the sun dries out the fine fuels that 
are easily ignited and dries the air which permits rapid fire spread. Also 
during this part of the day fire fighters are not readily available in most 
communities so an escaped fire could burn longer and cause greater damage 
before being suppressed. 


Your cooperation in burning only when conditions are safe is greatly 
appreciated.

Annual Report 


Upon assuming my duties as Director of Civil Defense for the Town of 
Meredith, in May of last year, it became evident that a lot of work was needed 
to bring a large backload of paperwork up to date. I called the Civil Defense 
Headquarters in Concord, and their people were very helpful in my efforts 
to complete this backlog of work for the Town of Meredith. 


One of the first matters requiring attention was to bring the State Civil 
Defense Organization up to date on the Emergency Operations Procedures 
for key Meredith Departments like Police, Fire, Ambulance, and Public 
Works. Emergency Operations Reports require a lot of work. They require 
basic inventories of each department as to its abilities and equipment and 
the locating of areas that need attention, and bringing them up to the stan- 
dards that would best assist this town. 


Upon completion of the major Operations Reports, meetings were 
scheduled between this Director and State Civil Defense personnel for the 
purpose of indexing information jointly. This allows immediate transfer of 
available assets to this and surrounding communities based on immediate 
needs. 


In June of this year, I was briefed by State Civil Defense on Meredith’s 
possible involvement as a Host Community for other areas of New England, 
in the event of a nuclear incident. The meetings were very productive and 
information was gained to make a smooth transition should the need arise. 


In last year’s report, I mentioned that training had been given in Hazard- 
ous Materials Containment and Control to members of the Police and Fire 
Departments. In May of this year, we had the opportunity to see the effec- 
tiveness of my training sessions pay off. 


Under the guidance of Chief Fred Copp and Chief John Curran, a ma- 
jor incident involving LP-Gas was contained and controlled in a safe and 
logical manner. Having been directly involved with this incident, I can’t help 
but realize how close this community came to having a major disaster in 
their own front yard. 


At this time, meetings have been scheduled to assist this Director in 
submitting Program Papers for the Town of Meredith for the following year. 
The purpose of Program Papers are to commit this Director in keeping pro- 
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grams on schedule and to make certain that this town’s commitment to Civil 
Defense is not allowed to slip behind as a result of neglect. 


At this time, I would like to thank all people who have made it a point 
to get involved with Civil Defense in this community. I will be looking for- 
ward to working with you in the future.

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Town Engineer’s Report 


When considering the amount of development occurring, it is quite ap- 
parent that Meredith is a focal point in the Lakes Region. 


With the reconstruction of the intersection of Route 25 & 3, a smoother 
flow of traffic has resulted. An effective highway sealing program has been 
established within the Highway Department budget which should assure a 
longer life for local roads. As part of the highway capital improvement pro- 
gram, town officials are proposing the reconstruction of Plymouth St.; Com- 
munity Development Block Grant Funds may be available to assist with 
this project. In an effort to maintain as much municipal parking as possi- 
ble, the town has cleared and expanded the lot adjacent to the IGA. In antici- 
pating the need for a connector street between the Black Brook Road area 
and Chemung, this office has been pursuing the acquisition of a right-of-way 
which will facilitate the future construction of such a road. 


The town experienced a water shortage this summer resulting from the 
lack of rain. To meet the demand, the pumps at Lake Waukewan were re- 
wired such that they could operate simultaneously thereby increasing pump- 
ing capacity. 


In an effort tocomply with State and Federal regulations, a Fracture 
Trace Study is in progress that will determine the potential for bedrock wells 
in Meredith. Neither the Lake Waukewan water supply nor the open reser- 
voir off Parade Road are acceptable by today’s standards. The town is con- 
sidering three alternatives for its water supply; a water treatment plant 
at Lake Waukewan, the use of bedrock wells and the superchlorination/ 
dechlorination of water from Lake Winnipesaukee. EitHer alternative in- 
cludes an enclosed reservoir. 


With the completion of the Meredith Sewer Interceptor, the potential 
for sewer e> asions has increased significantly. During 1983 extensions were 
completed: . Philbrook Avenue, Route 25 and Needle Eye Road not to men- 
tion all the homes serviced directly by the Interceptor in the Neal Shore and 
Happy Homes Development areas. A prerequisite to connecting the Inter- 
Lakes Elementary School was that a pump station be built. 


Since the town is being charged for every gallon of flow in the regional 
system, it is essential that a Sewer System Evaluation Survey be imple- 
mented to reduce the in-flow and infiltration entering the system via storm 
drains, runoff, broken pipes, etc. To arrive at a more equitable user fee struc- 
ture, a survey is being conducted to determine those buildings that are readi- 
ly accessible to town sewerage but have not yet been connected. 
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In response to the concern expressed at the 1983 Summer Town Meeting, 
a proposal is being prepared to treat the milfoil in Fish Cove. Such a treat- 
ment process must be done periodically and cannot be expected to eliminate 
the aquatic weed entirely. 


With the use of federal matching funds, Hesky Park and one of the Town 
docks were reconstructed this year. Furthermore, an application has been 
submitted whereby the Town will construct a second 100 ft. dock at the end 
of Lovejoy Sands Road also using matching funds. An erosion control pro- 
ject was completed at Waukewan Beach this fall which not only will pro- 
vide adequate site drainage but has increased the usable beach area. A con- 
tract was let in the spring whereby the Leavitt Park Reconstruction Pro- 
ject was completed. 


It is becoming increasingly important that municipalities appropriate 
funds locally to maintain and improve their infrastructures as federal and 
state aid is becoming less available. A sound sewer system, water system 
_ and network of highways will assure continued residential, commercial and 
industrial growth as well as prosperity in the community.

Annual Report 
1983 


Much of the year’s work concentrated on drainage problems. Many 
miles of road were ditched with some new culverts installed or existing 
culverts lowered or upgraded. The largest of these projects, Livingston Road, 
was accomplished with the rental of a gradall from a local contractor with 
town trucks and crew hauling away brush and dirt. 


Many catch basins were rebuilt this year due to salt deterioration of 
the cement and mortar, with old style masonary block being replaced with 
solid cement ones. Some grates that gave problems with plugging up in the 
heavy storms with leaves, and other debris were replaced with cement drop 
inlets giving more area for heavy water runoff. 


Removing rocks, boulders, and stumps that have pushed their way up to 
the surface of the roads over the years due to frost and settling, and poor 
construction were also an area that received much attention over the course 
of the year. Removal of these items and replacing them with gravel, then 
a layer of hot top, where required, should improve many problem areas we 
have had. This work was performed with many hours of backhoe and loader 
time on Spindle Point, Veasey Shore, Pinnacle Park Road, Neal Shore, Blake 
Road, Blueberry Hill, Dale Road, and Winona Forest Road. 


This year, more than seven miles of black top roads were sealed with 
a coat of oil to prolong their life and give them a new wearing surface. Other 
black top roads received a shim coat of hot top spread by the grader and 
rolled with our own roller. Caverly St., Mill St./Maple St. and sections of 
Dale Road and High Street were repaved. Hopefully this work should ex- 
tend the life of these roads, make them easier to maintain, and extend the 
life of the cars, trucks, buses that use them everyday. These projects also 
greatly reduce the amount of cold patch required. 


Three town, municipal parking lots received much needed attention. 
Some slope work, enlargement, and a coat of pavement was performed on 
the lot off High Street, as well as the lot off Main Street and Saint James. 
The parking lot on Route 3 was enlarged and graded for a much larger and 
much needed expansion of parking in the downtown area. 


Sidewalk repairs continued this year concentrating on the Highland Street 
area. The scope of this work included curbing as well as a new surface. 
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This past year working with the town’s Tax Assessor, Charles Vogler, 
the department initiated a computer program of preventive maintenance- 
vehicle history for the town’s entire fleet. Utilizing the town’s new computer, 
the program provides for an easier accounting of all materials and costs 
handled by the town’s two mechanics. Aside from this, the program pro- 
vides vital vehicle information, an inventory of essential parts, and a detailed 
maintenance history and costs. This computer work has already eliminated 
a great deal of paper work and was developed at no cost. 


As voted by the March Town Meeting, the department took delivery of 
a 1983 520 International Loader, new rock rake, pull sweeper, and a Ford 
L 8000 Diesel Dump Truck. 


In March, the department recognized the seven years of service of 
Thomas Adrignola to the Town of Meredith with a surprise retirement party. 


In the year ahead we hope to continue the necessary road repairs and 
maintenance as time and the funds allow.

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Refuse Disposal Facility 


The year 1983 marked an extremely busy yet satisfying one in regards 
to our operation. 


The acknowledgement from the State of New Hampshire, exempting 
Meredith and Center Harbor from Solid Waste Districts was a landmark 
decision for our seven year old facility. With our own district, we can orderly 
plan for the future handling of Solid Waste without undue bureaucracy and 
expense. 


In May, the first repouring of the refractory in unit No. 2 took piace. 
Eastern Refractories Inc. of Montpelier, Vt., performed the work. I was 
pleased that with all the unknowns we encountered, there was no interrup- 
tion or inconvenience to the public during this time. In my opinion and the 
refractory engineer’s, the other incinerator, Unit No. 1, should be repoured 
in 1984. While this is an expensive procedure and will necessitate a higher 
appropriation in the Capital Reserve Account in 1984, this refractory work 
is a Six to seven year investment. Once this work is performed, maintenance 
costs will decrease. 


We have made many changes at the ‘‘Old Dump.”’ The addition of a per- 
‘manent attendant has saved valuable land space and drastically cut back 
on outside bulldozer work. With the acquisition of some 7,000 yards of free 
fill material, we were able to do some landfill application work. 


The process of planning is ongoing at all levels. We have actively sought 
approval for relocating our landfill area. I am optimistic we will continue 
to use our Jenness Hill land area which will save in land acquisition and 
site costs. Through numerous meetings with area officials and the Lakes 
Region Planning Commission, we have seriously discussed many alter- 
natives for the future. New technology and regulations necessary to 
safeguard the environment will, no doubt, add additional costs to the disposal 
of solid waste. The population growth and the business climate will impact 
the costs of operation. 


This past summer marked the busiest since the Summer of 1978. Our 
facility handled in excess of 169 tons over the previous summer. At least 
half of these materials were recycled as the markets with the economic up- 
turn have reopened again. During this time, the staff made every effort to 
keep costs down. By working with various people in the private sector, we 
have made many improvements to the existing equipment at minimal costs. 


We are proceeding to completely close and cap the Hazardous Waste 
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Site on Jenness Hill Road that has accommodated the Amatex Corporation 
for years. Every precaution has and will be exercised. 


I would again in closing, like to thank the people of Meredith and Center 
Harbor for their cooperation and continued support. I commend my staff 
and thank the other departments for their assistance, especially the town’s 
two mechanics, Bob Fournier and Harry Plummer, who have been in- 
valuable in numerous projects and equipment repairs. 
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Water & Sewer Departments 
1984 Report 


With the Meredith Interceptor complete, sewage from the Town started 
flowing to the Franklin Regional Treatment Plant on June 30th of this year 
and the Meredith Treatment Plant was de-activated. Subsequent to the in- 
terceptor construction project, numerous homes in the Happy Homes 
Development, Neal Shore and Route 25 areas have been connected to town 
sewerage. A Sewage pumping station was also constructed to facilitate con- 
nection of the schools. The Plymouth Street-Philbrook Avenue sewer exten- 
sion resulted in the connection of six dwellings in that area. The sewering 
of Bayshore Drive is proposed for 1984 now that this area is serviceable by 
the interceptor. 


Presently the treatment plant facilities are being used for storage of 
equipment and materials and efforts are being made to minimize any safe- 
ty hazards on the site. The central pump station on Route 3 has been con- 
verted and now pumps the Town’s sewage into the interceptor; new pumps, 
comminutor, bar racks and control panels are to be installed under state 
contract soon. 


After experiencing a water shortage in the summer, the pumps at Lake 
Waukewan were re-wired to increase pumping capacity. A more permanent 
solution to Meredith’s water supply problem is being encouraged by the 
State. Regardless which alternative the town employs, a new reservoir will 
be a requirement. 


During the sewer extension project, the water main on Philbrook Avenue 
was replaced including the installation of a new hydrant. A dry hydrant was 
installed at Robinson Pond in Chemung to further improve firefighting 
capabilities. 


In addition to their routine operation and maintenance responsibilities, 
department personnel assist other departments as is necessary with culvert 


cleaning, snow removal, etc. 


Department personnel would like to take this opportunity to express their 
appreciation for being able to serve the town during 1983.

The commi- 
sion met frequently as the conduct of business required and at a minimum, 
once monthly for general business. ‘ 


The successful completion of our wetlands survey resulted in identify- 
ing 55 wetland areas in the town involving 1,652 acres. This amounts to seven 
percent of the town’s land area. Also, this completes the first phase of the 
Commission’s on-going effort to identify and record “‘prime’”’ wetlands. Seven 
of the areas comprising 1,198 acres may be considered as potential prime 
wetlands. 


In recognition of the wetlands survey and report the Commission has 
made proposals for updating the zoning by-law to protect the wetlands and 
watershed. 


Mr. Charles Woodman and Dr. Harold L. Pierson were reappointed to 
the Commission providing a continuity to the Commissions efforts. We thank 
them for what they have contributed in the past and welcome their counsel 
for the future. 


The Commission met with,the Belknap County Forester to discuss and: 
obtain recommendations for the management of Town Forests. Several 
points to consider were identified by the County Forester which the Com- 
mission has begun to implement. An estimated 600 acres may be involved. 


The Commission has identified apparently abandoned property in the 
southwest sector of town. Action has been taken to verify this and to have 
the property identified as a town forest. 


Portions of several town roads are not used due to rerouting of the road 
and in some instances abandonment. The Commission has proposed to the 
Selectmen that articles be included in the Town Warrant to let these sec- 
tions of road revert to abutting land owners. 


Commission members are updating their expertise by attending 
workshops on conservation related matters. 


The Commission continues to support the Loon Preservation Program.

While population growth in the Lakes Region has slowed a bit over the 
past year, Planning Boards have continued with a relatively high volume 
of subdivision activity, and have continued to rely on the support from the 
Lakes Region Planning Commission to guide and aid in their endeavors to 
keep land use and development regulations current. 


The Lakes Region Planning Commission provided a wide range of pro- 
grams and services during 1983. Studies and activities on a regional basis, 
which provided direct or indirect benefits to the town, included: 


e Planning and community support of solid waste activities. Com- 
pleted schedule of Lakes Region Solid Waste Management District 
activities for State approval. 


Continued, in cooperation with the North Country Council, a market 
study to assist the State in a marketing program, identifying poten- 
tial users of the Concord-Lincoln Rail Line. 


Published a regional report containing census data, housing and 
economic data in summary form for each of the region’s 32 towns. 


Completed a three-part series on solar design for mobile homes and 
*- other manufactured housing. This information explores ways in 
which solar options could be made available to this segment of the 
housing market. 


Sponsored or co-sponsored programs on building codes, erosion and 
sediment control, the annual Law Lecture Series, New Hampshire 
State Highway Plans, boating problems and water supply needs. 


Provided a study and report on communities National Flood In- 
surance Program status. 


The Planning Commission has continued to work closely to assist the 
Town of Meredith with its planning related endeavors. Some ac- 
complishments include: 


e Provided a draft Building Code for review and consideration by town 
officials. 


e Provided advise on zoning and subdivision regulatory 
improvements. 
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e Provided structure for meeting state solid waste planning 
requirements. 


e Wrote block grant application for street improvements, especially 
along Plymouth Street. 


e Investigated the potential for establishing a septage pumpout 
facility.

Report of the Executive Secretary 
July 1, 1982 to June 30, 1983 


The Lakes Region Association brought together five Chambers of Com- 
merce in the Region for a Cooperative Advertising/Mailing Program. Under 
a formula system it was set up so that each of the Chambers could partici- 
pate at whatever level it was within their reach either financially or brochure 
wise. This program used $9,150. of cooperative funds and requested a State 
Matching Grant of a like amount giving us $18,300. for white space advertis- 
ing and a total of $28,560. for the entire program, including expenses of mail- 
ing literature directly to those interested parties. This program stimulated 
over 36,000 individual requests, a record amount at less than 42¢ each. This 
program is the envy of other areas, and is now being copied. 


Spring, while we were servicing these inquiries, our Lakes Region At 
tractions group were not to be out-done. They, too, planned a Television ad- 
vertising program, raised $12,000. of their own money and requested and 
obtained a Matching Grant for another $12,000. This well-designed program 
was used in the Greater Boston/Providence area to encourage the dayitRip- 
per, as well as the longer time vacationer. This was also most successful. 
They again published and distributed 620M of their brochure and work hard 
to keep the public informed that this is an excellent location for a vacation 
or a seasonal or year round home area. 


We continue to publish annually the Where To In The Lakes Region book; 
the Navigational Charts of several of our Lakes; guide new commercial pro- 
perty owners in management and promotion of their property; work with 
the many state agencies; and are active with the N.H. Travel Council, and 
N.H. Hospitality Association. 


The Lakes Region Association seeks to preserve the quality of life we 
have here in our special part of New Hampshire. We want to maintain and 
preserve our natural resources, our lakes, our fields, and forests, so that 
they can be enjoyed by not only those of us that live here, but also those 
that visit our Region. 


I have faith in our communities, their judgement and their ideals and 
know the Lakes Region Association will continue to work comfortably with 
our communities to mutual goals.

1983 has seen several changes on the board. Anne Jollimore replaced 
Lynn Smith who resigned as Chairman after completing several years of 
service including chairing the important Land Use Subcommittee for the — 
Master Plan. Bob Wallace resigned as an alternate. New appointees as alter- 
nates were Jim Miller and Don Gilmore. 


Several significent proposals were approved this year including the Tri- 
ple Cinema at the Meredith Shopping Center. Others, all centering around 
the Route 3 and 25 intersection, are the former Burleigh property which is 
being renovated, the former Amatex property which will become the Mill 
Falls Marketplace, and the Rotary Club project for the renovations of Hesky 
Park. Recommendations concerning these types of projects were contained 
in the Master Plan. 


The board is continuing its effort to implement the new Master Plan 
adopted in 1982. A great deal of effort was put into the compiling of this docu- 
ment by a great many people; however, we find that not many realize what 
the Master Plan is or why we have one. We invite you to inspect it at the 
Municipal Building or at the Library. A limited number of copies remain 
for sale at the Planning Board office. 


As of January 1, 1984 towns will be required to adopt a Master Plan — 
within a certain period of time in order to enforce existing land use regula- 
tions and also, no federal or state highway funds will be spent in any town © 
without a Master Plan. Meredith has had such a plan since 1969. 


The 1983 session of the State Legislature accomplished a complete — 
recodification of the zoning and planning laws which goes into effect January 
1, 1984. | 

The workload for the board has been particularly heavy this year and, | 
with few exceptions, the board has met every Tuesday night since May. We | 
expect this situation to continue for some time. |

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Meredith Parks & Recreation 


The Meredith Parks and Recreation Department successfully completed 
its fifth year of year-round service to the community in 1983. We continued 
to offer the townspeople a comprehensive recreational program and followed 
our policy of carefully maintaining and constantly improving our 100 acres 
of public park land. 


1983 proved to be yet another banner year for us as far as increasing 
the number of people in Meredith who take advantage of our recreational 
offerings. The total participation in our 86 programs, activities, and events, 
climbed to 4773, nearly 1000 people more than took part in 1982. This great 
increase was achieved while adding only four new activities to our schedule. 


What ages are these folks who join our programs? All ages! Everyone 
needs recreation, enjoys recreation, and actually participates in recreation 
in Meredith. The following figures illustrate the wide age range involved 
by outlining the number of programs in which each age group participated: 
Pre-teen - 38; Teen - 64; Adult - 54; Senior Adult - 31. Some of our programs 
are aimed at a specific age group while others include everyone in the same 
activity. Obviously, recreation is for everyone and our department strives 
to serve all Meredith citizens regardless of age. 


Our ten municipal parks provided facilities for countless recreational 
opportunities, both active and passive, throughout the year. Highlights of 
the park operations for 1983 were a major erosion control project at 
Waukewan Beach; and the completion of the gravel surface in the parking 
area and reconstruction of the main culvert at Leavitt Park. 


The Parks and Recreation Commission enjoyed a year of stability and 
accomplishment as all five members served enthusiastically for the entire 
period. The Commission serves a valuable function as a sounding board for 
the community and as an advisory board to the department. 


I take this opportunity to thank the other departments within the Town 
of Meredith who are always willing to lend a hand to the ‘‘Parks and Rec’. 
Of course, a special thanks goes to the Building and Grounds Department 
for their outstanding efforts in maintaining and improving the best parks

Report to the Towns 


During 1983 the Inter-Lakes Day Care Center served 125 children from 
103 Lakes Region families. As a private, nonprofit agency governed by a 
volunteer Board of Directors the Center operates a preschool program with 
a full range of services including education, special needs, health care, vi- 
sion and hearing screening, dental care, nutrition, and parenting. As a parti- 
cipant in the N.H. Child Care Food Program sponsored by USDA, nutritious 
hot lunches, breakfasts, and two snacks are served daily. Our school is open 
on a year-round basis from 6:30 a.m. to 5:30 p.m., making it possible for 
the parents of 105 children to maintain employment. 


The primary concern of the Inter-Lakes Day Care Center is to provide 
a home-like, educational environment for children of working parents. 
Through our Nursery School program, open to children of non-working 
parents, and our before and after school “‘Seven-Upper’’ Program we pro- 
vide for the social, emotional, physical, and educational development of all 
ages. 


A fairly new program we sponsor is a network of licensed Family Day 
Care Homes receiving federal reimbursement from USDA by serving 
nutritious meals and snacks while providing care for children of working 
parents in their homes. At the present time we have six homes under this 
program. 


The total budget of the Inter-Lakes Day Care Center for 1984 is $96,587.00. 
Of this we will be receiving in tuition paid by parents $47,237.00, $5,000 from 
N.H. Child Care Food Program (USDA), $1,000 from N.H. Child Care Food 
Program (USDA) for sponsorship of Family Day Care Homes, and $1,950 
from CETA. This also includes the following: $41,400, of which $27,000 is Ti- 
tle XX and $14,400, which must be raised in local funding. The money we 
receive from the towns that we serve is matched three times by the federal 
government.

New Hampshire Humane Society 
Report 


To: Town Manager, Selectmen and Residents 
Town of Meredith, Meredith, New Hampshire 


Dear Friends: 


The total of 327 animals were brought to the N.H. Humane Society shelter 
on Meredith Center Road during the calendar year 1983. This is a small in- 
crease over the previous year. Town residents left 143 dogs and puppies and 
78 cats and kittens. Your animal control officer brought 90 stray dogs and 
puppies and 78 cats and kittens. 


The Animal Control Agreement which the Society offers the Town of 
Meredith provides your Town residents and animal control officer with an 
excellent community service. Our budget appropriation request for the year 
1984 is $2,000, the same as 1983. This has been approved by the State Depart- 
ment of Revenue Administration. 


For this consideration, the Society provides a State licensed shelter, 
making it available 24 hours a day for your animal control officer to leave 
strays or restrain animals. This satisfies your Town’s requirement under 
Chapter 442-A, Rabies Control Act. The Society will assist your animal con- 
trol officer in any unusual animal problems, cremate all small dead animals 
and investigate possible cruelty complaints. 


For your Town residents, the Society’s shelter is open six days a week

Meredith Historical Society 
1983 


The Meredith Historical Society is composed of people who have an in- 
terest in collecting, preserving and recording the historical objects and facts 
concerning the Town of Meredith. Membership is open to anyone who shares 
this interest. Monthly meetings are held from April through December, 
usually at the museum located in the former Oak Hill Church on Winona 
Road. It is a non-profit organization, relying on dues, sale of historical pam- 
phlets, donations and a lawn sale to maintain the museum and to finance 
projects, such as the current endeavor to create a pamphlet concerning 
Meredith’s mills. It is the hope of the members that someday they will be 
able to raise sufficient funds to buy property nearer the center of town, to 
build or buy a more fireproof building, making it more accessible to people 
who wish to use its materials for reference. 


During 1983, monthly programs of interest were presented ranging from 
the slide and Time-line created by Mr. Philip Lange’s sixth grade class to 
the lecture and slide presentation by Mr. Stuart Wallace of the N.H. 
Historical Society, in cooperation with the Meredith Public Library and a 
grant received from the N.H. Council for the Humanities. Mr. Wallace spoke 
on ‘‘Fields, Forests and Factories” of New Hampshire, noting their changes 
over the years. Other programs included a description and illustration of 
antique clocks, samplers, Indian artifacts and items collected from dump 
sites in Sandwich Notch, as well as a history of ‘‘Oid Ironsides.”’ 


In August, the Society held a lawn and food sale in cooperation with the 
Old Home Day Week, and at Christmas, gave small gifts to shut-ins in nur- 
sing homes, etc. 


The museum was open each weekend during July and August, with 
volunteer members on hand to assist the visitors. More people showed in- 
terest in Meredith’s past this year then ever before. In honor of the late Car] 
C. Colby and his wife, Ruth Clough Colby, both of whom performed many 
hours of work for the Historical Society over the years, the rear display room 
in the museum was named the ‘‘Colby Room,”’ and a memorial book was 
given to the Meredith Public Library as a memorial to Charter member G. 
Fred Chandler. New lighting was installed in the Colby Room and outside 


walkways were repaired.

A bound collection of editions of The Meredith News was given to the 
Society by the late Dorothea Phillips, but because the museum is not open 
daily and is closed entirely in winter, the volumes were placed in the 
Meredith Public Library. The Trustees and members of Meredith Congrega- 
tional Church contributed a Meredith-made organ to the Historical Socie- 
ty, which is a gift greatly appreciated. This is a different model than the 
first organ which has been restored. Clothing and other items were donated 
during the year and gratefully received. 


Meredith has a heritage that should be of interest to all who live here. 
We invite support and assistance in the work of the Society.

N.H. House of Representatives 


1983 was an active and productive year in the Legislature. With a new 
Governor and administration in place, the first few months of the session 
was concerned with changes and priorities in the administration of the 
general affairs of the state. One of the most important pieces of legislation 
passed was House Bill 1 which calls for reorganization of State government 
and although not all of the reorganization was completed, it laid the ground 
work for its future completion. 


Other important results of the 1983 session was House Bill 200 that 
established a state funded unified court system, which has made it a stronger 
co-equal branch of state government. House Bill 53 established a new 
autonomous Voc Tech Department, separate and apart from the State Board 
of Education which should result in a greater expansion of skilled labor for 
present and future industries. House Bill 560 provides for the restructuring 
of the state mental health system and provides for consolidation of New 
Hampshire Hospital and Laconia State School. It creates a combined ex- 
ecutive/legislative committee to work with the State Health and Welfare 
Department to review and approve the plans best suited for carrying out 
the intent of the bill. House Bill 45, relative to DWI statutes, provided for 
increased penalties and an alcohol education program which I hope will 
result in decreased carnage on our highways. 


There were many other pieces of important legislation passed in the 1983 
session, however, I have only mentioned some of the highlights. 


As I announced in my report last year, I will not run in 1984 and I want 
to thank the people in the town of Meredith for their past support of my can- 
didacy and for allowing me to serve for fourteen of the most rewarding years 
of my life. I encourage anyone who has the time and desire to serve both 
the town of Meredith and the State of New Hampshire to sign up during the 
filing period in June.

1984 Assessor’s Report 


1983 was a busy year in the Assessor’s Office with 366 appeals being pro- 
cessed as a result of the 1982 revaluation. Of these 366 appeals, only 24 were 
carried forward to the State Board of Land and Tax Appeals, and all but 
one has been finally adjudicated. This year’s appeals are down to only 83 
so it appears most of the adjustments necessitated by the revaluation have 
been accomplished. However, we will be happy to go over appraisals with 
property owners at any time and make adjustments if needed. 


Statistically, the revaluation appears to have been a success with the 
State showing Meredith assessments at 95% of market value as of 1 April 
1983. However, this is a townwide average and year-round residential pro- 
perties are averaging about 97% of market value, while lakefront proper- 
ties are averaging 91% of market value. Since both types of property started 
equal as of April 1982, these figures show the inflation of waterfront proper- 
ty values while year-round properties tended to increase in value very lit- 
tle over this same period. 


In addition to real estate taxes, the Assessor’s Office is responsible for 
yield and resident taxes. The Town of Meredith receives an annual income 
of over $7,700 from logging operations and over $34,000 from resident taxes. 
In the past, we have also been responsible for the taxation of travel trailers 
(which are personal property), but recent legislative changes have made 
a travel trailer and/or mobile homes less than 8’ x 40’ non-taxable. The 
legislation further re-defined mobile homes greater than 8’ x 40’ as manufac- 
tured housing (and real estate), so transfers must now be made by deed 
and recorded in the Registry of Deeds. 


Finally, Meredith will again be using the Inventory of Taxable Proper- 
ty forms for 1984, but there will be some changes. It will no longer be 
necessary to apply annually for previously approved veterans, blind or elder- 
ly exemptions due to another legislative change. However, it will still be 
necessary to complete and return these forms to avoid penalty and to re- 
tain full appeal rights. New applications for exemptions may be made by 
visiting the Assessor’s Office at the municipal building. Inventory forms 
were mailed the first week of February and must be returned or postmarked 
by 15 April to avoid penalty. If you didn’t get one, please call or stop by and 
we will send you a replacement copy. |
